‘There is a desire for healthy open- 
air exercise, and throughout the country 
evidence is to be found of the popularity of 
travel awheei and afoot. 

Those who have for a couple of decades 
noted the use of the bicycle in this 
country may doubt it, but it is a fact that 
there was never more cycling im Ireland than 
at present. The returns of the cycle agents 
show it. Business was never better, and ali 
sorts of machines are in demand—touring 
models, racing models, juvenile models. 
Rather a feature of the past year's trade 
has been the inereased demand for. sports 
machines. When light clubman bicycles were 
finding favour in England, the Irish market

remained dull, but almost suddenly there has 
awakened a considerabie ME in this type 
of mount. The growing membership of the 
cycling clubs has, no doubt, been partially 
responsible for this movement, but not 
entirely. The handiness of the racing, or, 
rather, “* racing-type’’ of, bicycle makes a 
strong appeal to young men and women who 
take their touring seriously, and like to end 
a days riding with a respectable mileage to 
their credit. 

But it is only occasionally that the working 
man and woman, or the business man and 
woman, can devote whole days to the pastime, 
and cycling is by no means solely a week-end 
or a holiday sport. 
summer evenings prove irresistible to the en- 
thusiastic cyclist. 
nightfall it is easy to work in thirty or 
forty miles’ riding, and this country is: so 
rich in. scenic treasures that some new gem 
ean be discovered almost every evening; some 
new route can be traversed: some new attrac- 
tion found on roadside or laneway. 


A KEEN DEMAND. 


There has been a reaction to the teraporary 
set-back that cycle sales suffered when the 
tariffs were first imposed. All the leading 
makers are now assembling machines in 
Dublin, and the demand is so keen that in 
some cases deliveries of parts from England 
are not made fast enough. The Customs 
authorities, I was glad to hear, are facilitat- 
ing in every way the firms who are assembling 
machines here, 

What is the extra cost to the purchaser as 
a result of the tax? In virtually every case 
it is five shillings; and five shillings extra in 
the price of a first-class machine is very little. 
Were it not for the assembling work that is 
being done in Dublin, the price of machines 
would be 292-9 per cent. greater, instead of 
five shillings more than is the case in Eng- 
land, The five shillings is the actual cost of 
assembly. 

At first, of course, it was feared that the 
duty on imported bicycles would damage the 
trade. The fall in sales to which I have 
referred seemed.to justify those fears. ‘he 
“Poon has since changed entirely. ‘The 
igger agents find that the tax has had the 
eftect of eliminating the ‘‘ dabbler’’ in the 
cycle business, the man who was not handi- 
.epped through having to carry big stocks, 
and who made occasional sales, sometimes 
at “cut” prices. And it has to be admitted 
that a considerable amount of employment 
has been found for Irish cycle mechanics, 
who at one time looked like becoming a 
“drug on the market.”’ 

It was, indeed, refreshing in a run round 
the leading Dublin agents; to find a spirit of 
optimism on all sides. i 


CLUB LIFE, 


_ Tt is good, too, to see club life developing. 
When interest in the sporting side of 
cycling began to wane about twenty-five years 
ago, there was a body of men: who retained 
their enthusiasm and devoted their spare time 
to the interests of the game, To some it 
would have been disheartening, when year 
after year passed and the sport, Báile 
the road-racing side, showed no sign of re- 
turning to the popularity it enjoyed in the 
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game for a little time, raced and retired, but 
the best remained, and the. result was that 
cycle sport, if not the most important in 
Ireland, was one of the most efficiently 
governed pastimes. 

Now road racing, which many claim to be 
not only the best part of cycling, but the 
best sport. in the world, is enjoying 
another “boom.” Around Dublin alone 
there is an average of more than one 
road race a week, The fact should be 
more widely chronicled. - Cycling, 1 have 
been told, does not secure anything like the 
space in the sporting news pages that its 
recent renaissance would justify. Of that I 
do not pretend to be a judge. For the 
sake of those who stuck to the game through 
thick and thin, however, Í am giad that there 
is this new enthusiasm, 

The new-born interest in club life is not 
confined to the racing side of the pastime. 
Touring has also come into its own again, 
Almost every evening parties of men and 
women, boys and girls, awheel, 
observed setting out from the city.

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THE ELIXIR OF LIFE. 


Fresh air and sunshine are the nearest ap- 
proach to the elixir of life that has been, or 
ever will be, discovered. It is impossible to 
have too much of them under suitable con- 
ditions, such as are provided by eveling and 
“hiking.” There is division of opinion as 
to whether cycling or walking is the healthier 
exercise, but it would be superfluous here to 
enter into an academic discussion upon the 
point. Both are activities which call for the 
exercise of a variety of muscles, and both 
take one into the open air.

“ Hiking,” which has become the common 
term for long walking tours, is growing in 
popularity in Ireland. Its development is 
illustrated in the increasing interest. that is 
being taken in An Oige, the Irish Youth 
Hostel Association, The International Youth 
Hostel Associations “have a limited 
and clearly defined aim-—to encourage 
and extend, especially among the

They 
are ambitious to extend this Wicklow chain, 
and start hostels in other scenic districts.

Fishing is another pastime that takes one 
into the open. It may be linked up with 
e-cling or walking, though I do not- imagine 
that the majority of. ‘‘ hikers” would 
care to be burdened with rod . and 
line. There are, of course, some admirable 
light and portable forms of fishing tackle on 
the market. 

Ireland is noted for its fishing Jakes and 
rivers. Excellent salmon and trout are to 
be found all over the country. It would be 
quite impossible to treat. of the subject in 
any detail in the space at my disposal. The 
Liffey is, of course, the principal fishing river 
near Dublin, while Blessington is a good 


the King’s River. 

The angler who makes Co. Kildare--his 
Feadquarters will find himself in country that

Athy and Castlebagot are 
convenient centres from which to operate; 


IRELAND’S LAKELAND, 


As would be expected in the Lakeland of 
Ireland, Westmeath is an angler’s county, 
the best centre being Mullingar. ‘Trout are 
the principal fish taken in the lakes.

Although the funeral yesterday morning was 
strictly: private, the cortege was both large 
and representative, bearing a striking testi- 
mony to the populatity and esteem in which 
the late Dr. Foley was held. Flags on public 
buildings and business houses were flown at 
half-mast during the day. At Cork Rotary 
Club weekly luncheon a vote of sympathy 
was passed to the relatives of the late Dr. 
Foley, to wham many tributes were paid by 
the members.

Conservatives and ‘India 

Six months ago the British Government 
seemed to be rooted firmly in office, and 
its claim to the title ‘‘ National ” was 
‘questioned by few. To-day its opponents’ 
hopes are rising; the Liberals are 
making themselves ready against another 
general election. Every Government 
begins to die as soon as it is born, but 
Liberal and Socialist hopes find some 
foundation in the growing uneasiness of 
British Conservatism. That uneasiness 
arises almost wholly from the Govern- 
ment’s Indian policy, which is a complete 
and unauthorised departure from the 
policy of Sir John Simon’s Report: Con- 
servative principles, tradition and experi- 
ence all rebel against the Government's 
decision to abrogate British authori’y in 
India by the gift of self-government to 
three hundred and fifty discordant 
millions of mostly illiterate persons. Mr. 
Baldwin, a complete convert to the new 
scheme, tries tc put the responsibility for 
Conservative dissensions on the leading 
dissenters. With just anger, as we think, 
Mr. Churchill, Lord Lloyd and others 
reject .this charge. As Mr, Churchill 


says, the blame for the Conservative split 


rests upon a leader who forces a novel and 
dangerous policy upon an. unconsulted 
party. Mr. Baldwin, however, remains 
unmoved, and Conservative unrest becomes 
increasingly formidable. Now Sir Arnold 
Wilson, a vigorous critic of the Indian 
scheme, has been chosen as Conservative 
candidate at Hitchin. - 

The Simon Report proposed that demo- 
cratic. institutions should be evolved 
gradually by a process of trial and error 
in the Indian Provinces. Under the 
scher.e which has replaced it full-blown 
democracy is established at the very core 
of Indian government. Only the control of 
Defence and External Affairs is left 
absolutely to the Governor-General. In 
the la:: resort the. Army again can save 
India, but in the meanwhile what mischief 
may not be done, what chaos may not be 
let loose? Twenty years ago some excuse 
might have been found for this tremendous 
experiment; for then the Victorian ideal 
of popular government still flourished in 
Great Britain and throughout the world. 
To-day, however, that ideal is widely dis- 
credited. Democrat‘: institutions have 
enjoyed a long trial, and, even where their 
circumstances were most’ favourable, they 
have been found wanting. ‘‘ Responsible’ 
government has failed in Germany and 
Italy ; in Russia it has been replaced. by 
the most merciless of all dictatorships. In 
Britain, France-and Japan, where it sur- 
vives, it is failing to meet national needs, 
and new ideas of government are 
challenging it with increasing confidence. 
Yet the parliamentary institutions of 
France and Britain are rooted in the ‘past. 
For all their failures and blunders, they 
maintain their existence because the 
political philosophy on which they are 
based has been the slow growth of cen- 
turies. 

To-day the Irish Free State has won the 
fullest measure of popular government ; 
but her plight suggests some grievous flaw 
in the logic of the Victorian argument. In 
Ireland, as in England, popular control 
has not achieved successful administra- 
tion ; the Free State’s ratepayers will have 


| a further example of its workings when, 


under the new Local Government Bill, 
half a million boys and girls become the 
custodians of local finance. Nevertheless, 
Great Britain and Ireland seemed to be 
good ground ‘for democratic institutions. 
Electoral systems, if they have any 
virtues, ought to display them in a 
country which has a common culture and 
no great differences of race. If democracy 
has failed in Europe's more or less favour- 
able conditions, what sane man can hope 
for its success in India? That huge penin- 
sula has no homogeneity of race; it is a 
welter of tongues and of quarrelling 
creeds. It has no knowledge of democratic 
institutions ; since Alexander’s epoch’ all 
its Governments, however they may have 
varied in duration or merit, have been 
based on autocratic rule. 
other form of control has been conceivable 
to the average Indian. British adminis- 
tration has been a benevolent autocracy, 
and its agents have done their work with 
conspicuous courage and unselfishness. 


Under the new scheme those agents will 


be withdrawn; a hapless India will be 
left to her own devices, and a deadly blow 
will have been struck at the greatness 
of the British Empire. This method, Mr.

Like 
Mr. MacEntee, Mr. Pollock has been forced 
to make inroads on his capital accounts in 
order to balance his Budget; but, in all 
the circumstances, his methods may 
be defended. The fall in Northern 
Ireland's revenue has been remarkable. In 
1924 the revenue from intoxicating liquor 
was £1,610,500; last year it was £816,000. 
If Northern Ireland had full powers over 
her own finance, she probably could balance 
her Budget without undue difficulty, 
because Mr. Pollock then would be able 
to cut his coat according to his cloth. 
The Ulster Unionists, however, cling 
tenaciously to the British connection, and, 
far from any desire for independence, 
there is a growing tendency in the six 
counties to seek even closer union with 


Great Britain. 


Help for the Blind. 


Ireland realises to-day, in common with 
other States, that the care of the blind is 
a national duty. Nobody quarrelled with 
the Old Age Pensions Act of last year, 
which made blind people in the Free State 
eligible for pension at the age of thirty 
years. That was a humane provision, 
which the ‘taxpayer did not grudge; and, 
as Mr. Denis Barrett observed at yester- 
day's annual meeting of the National 
Council for the Welfare of the Blind of 
Ireland, it has helped to abolish a great 
deal of hardship. A dubious corollary to 
the Act, which was revealed by Professor 
Moorhead, is that which reduces the 
pension of a blind citizen who earns Os. a 
week; for it discourages the habit of 
work among the blind, and thereby 
hinders the chief object of modern 
reform—the technical training of blind 
persons. Yet the lot of the blindeis much 
easier to-day than it used to be, and 
no small part of this improvement must 
be ascribed to the work of the National 
Council. It numbers many devoted 
helpers, who not only visit the blind in 
order to ascertain their needs and capa- 
bilities, but prumote the display and sale 
of their work. Thanks largely to this 
aid and encouragement, every year sees 
an improvement in the conditions of the 
‘dark’ people: some of them find occu- 
pation in gardening, and the variety ‘of 
handicrafts that are made available to 
them is increasing annually. Furthermore, 
broadcasting has opened a new world to 
them. Headphones, says the report, have 
been given free, and bring to the blind of 
such remote districts as Kerry and Tip- 
perary an. enlarged interest in life. We 
hope that our report of yesterday's meet- 
ing will be read caretully, and that & 
generous response will be made to the 
Council's appeal for help.

Never before has Mr. Morgan faced a 
Congressional Committee, and the novelty 
of the occasion attracted the biggest 
crowd in the history of Senate Che, we 
tions. Twenty years ago the present 
Morgan’s father had a similar experience 
in connection with the famous ‘‘ Money 
Trust ” investigation. 

For months a special corps of investiga- 
tors have been ferreting among the files of 
J. P. Morgan and Co.. Being a private 
concern, the firm has never had to submit 
to the usual Government bank examina- 
tions or to issue a public balance sheet. 

In the course of his testimony Mr. 
Morgan revealed that the firm has 
deposits totalling 250,000,000 dollars 
(£50,000,006 at par), and disclosed the 
total assets of J. P. Morgan and Co. as 
424,708,000 dollars (£84,941,600 at par) 
as at December 3lst last. 

Mr. Leonard Keyes, office manager, said 
that the company’s partners paid no 
income tax in 1931 and 1952, and only 
48,060 dollars in 1930. 

As a result of a transaction on January 
Ist and January 2nd, 1931, the firm 
claimed that there was a loss of 21,000.000 
doliars. Mr. Keyes added that the United 
States Department of Internal Revenue 
made no objection to this return.

A General Election. 


During the past few weeks there has 
been an imteresting rumour in political 
circles that a general election is likely to 
take place in the autumn or winter of the 
present year. This belief is held more 
widely im Liberal circles than in any 
other. It was mentioned by Sir Herbert 
Samuel at the Scarborough Conference, but 
had been discussed widely among the dele- 
gates before he spoke of it in public. 
Nobody seems to know any reason for it, 
as for most of such rumours, but it is 
curiously definite in that it states that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will go to the 
House of Lords, and that Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin will not succeed him as Prime 
Minister. With these two removals, there 
will be a thoroughgoing reconstruction of 
the Government, which will fight on a new 
line and policy. In connection with 
Liberalism, the great point is that 400 
Liberal candidates will be lined up by Sir 
Herbert Samuel, while the Liberal head- 
quarters are pressine the constituency 
organisations to redouble their efforts to 
collect the necessary funds for an election. 


League Subscriptions. 


The financial position of the League of 
Nations is becoming remarkable. Arrears 
of subscriptions are owed by many of its 
members, who show no hesitation in 
making claims on the League when they 
consider it necessary. The Council of the 
League ' yesterday ‘decided to make an 
urgent appeal to all its defaulters to pay 
up their arrears; at the same time |! 
acknowledged “with gratitude a gift oí 
175,000" dollars from the Rockefeller 
Foundation for its financial and economic 


intelligence services. This seems to sug- 


gest that the finances of the League are 
so notably reduced that it is becominz 
dependent on benefactions from private 
charities for the continuance of its public 
work,

BRITISH RESPONSE TO

FREE STATE TO MAKE A 
SEPARATE REPLY. 
The Foreign Office issued yesterday the 
text of the United Kingdom Government's 
response to President Roosevelt’s message 
to the nations on. peace and the recovery 
of prosperity. 
The Governments of the Irish Free 
State, Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa are réplying separately. 
The message, addressed to the heads of 
nations taking part en the Disarmament 
and Economic Conferences, calied for 
speedy decisions and a world-wide pact of 
l1on-aggression. i 
The King has already sent a cordial 
acknowledgment to President Roosevelt 
direct, and the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment's reply through the Ambassador at 
Washington is as follows :— 
His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom have read with much 
appreciation the message which the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America 
addressed to the heads of all countries 
participating in the Disarmament and 

Economic Conferences on May 16th. 

His Majesty's Government feel that the 
action which Mr. Roosevelt has taken, in 
addressing this message to the peoples of 
the world, is of the highest importance, 
and is well calculated to further the aim 
which His Majesty's Government have 
striven to secure—namely, the success of 
the two World Conferences. 


THE FIRST STEP. 


They entirely share the President’s view 
that on the successful outcome of these 
Conferences hang the future happiness 
and prosperity of the world. 
They are all the more encouraged by Mr. 
Roosevelt's message, because the Presi- 
dent places as the first step of his 
programme the adoption of the Draft Dis- 
armament Convention presented to the 
Disarmament Conference by the Prime 
Minister on March 1th last. 

His Majesty's Government see in this 
an earnest of the intention of the United 
States Government to collaborate at 
Geneva in pressing the general adoption 
of this Draft Convention as a whole.

MR. CHURCHILL PRAISES 
_ LLOYD GEORGE.

Lord Lloyd and Mr. Winston Churchill 
were the principal guests of the London 
Central Board of the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Protection Association at their annual 
banquet in London last night, and Lord 
Lloyd, replying to the toast of the ‘‘ Im- 
perial Parliament,” referred to the posi- 
tion in India. 
People weré begining to realise that they 
were taced with one of the greatest politi- 
cal tragedies which has ever confronted 
them in the East, said Lord Lloyd. 
“ do not believe that responsible self- 
government can ever succeed in Eastern 
countries.. If we handed over self-govern- 
ment to India we might get a position of 
Chinese chaos from which we might not 
recover. We have to hang on to the demo- 
eratic powers of Government. This is not 
a reactionary policy, but only a policy of 
prudence and precaution.” 
Mr. Winston Churchill spoke of the 
reference which had been made to Mr. 
Lloyd George by Mr. F. F, Whitbread, the 
proposer of the toast. 
“TIT took down his exact words,” said 
Mr. Churchill. ‘‘ He credited him with 
pertinacity in pursuing his objective and 
a total lack of scruple in achieving it., 
Well, anyway we won the war. 
‘Even if there was a total lack of 
scruple in pursuing that objective, I think 
we eds to wipe the slate clear of any 
lack of scruples on that score. I am an 
old friend of Mr. Lloyd George, and we 
have to recognise values to-day. 
“ For my part, I think, however much 
we may differ and disagree, we must 
remember that he was the statestnan the 
country trusted most when things were 
worst.

On my various rounds this year, said his 
lordship, you may have noticed that I 
drew attention to certain dangers pre- 
valent in the country at the present time. 
These dangers were refe to by the 
Bishops in a general Pastoral in 1931, and 
these dangers still exist. I do not know if 
there is anything very serious in connec- 
tion with these dangers in this parish, but 
I want to put the people on their guard. 
There is no use in putting a tooth in it, 
said his lordship, the society referred to is 
the I.R.A., and if your memory goes back 
a few years you will remember that this 
society was responsible for the murder of 
several men.. Murder is the word; for 
who had given a small clique in Dublin a 
right over human life? Everyone of them 
who gives the order, and any of them who 
executes the order, is a murderer. 


THE PEOPLE'S RIGHT. 


That is the teaching of the Bishops of 
the Church, of the successors of St. Peter, 
who alone have the right to teach the 
moral law. Anyone who says it is wrong, 
or anyone who goes against that teaching, 
even though he goes to Mass and receives 
the Sacraments unworthily, is a sham 
Catholic. 
As I have said in other places, Í am no 
politician in public. I have my own 
political views, but that is nothing to you. 
If you want a republic, declare it. H you 
want an Irish king, set him up. If you 
want an Irish chief, set him up; but that 
must be done, not by any large or small 
clique, but by the votes of the Irish 
people, Sc Cireis | 
Whatever form of Government is set up 
by the majority of the votes of the Irish 
people, I, for one, will be obedient to it, 
but it must not be done by the revolver or 
the rifle. That is Christian democracy ; 
that is Catholic democracy; that is the 
only form of democracy that the Church 
can tolerate. 


COMMUNISM. 


There is another evil that is creeping in 
slowly, and the people must be on their 
guard against it. You may not know that 
some years ago about a dozen of young 
Communists from this country went 
to Moscow and Berlin to be educated 
in the methods of Communist pro- 
paganda and the godless methods of 
Soviet Russia, and came back—some of 
them paid, some of them unpaid—to pro- 
pagate these methods in Catholic Ireland. 
In times gone by we saw on our 
banners the prayer, “ God Save Ireland,”’ 
and a grand prayer it was. These people 
came back and left God out of it, and 
emblazoned on their banners “ Saor Eire ” 
(save Ireland), They are working stil! 
and making very little progress, but the 
people will have to be on their guard 
against them. 


“GIVE THEM THE BOOT.” 
These people think themselves very 
clever, and they are clever in their own 
way, but I do not think the Irish people 
can be fooled by them. If these people 
come amongst you with their whisperings 
against bishops and against priests and 
against God and religion, give them the 
boot. 

The I.R.A. and Saor Eire are in alli- 
ance, and a number of men who are at 
the headmof the I.R.A. are well-known 
Communists. Some time ago I took up 
one of these papers in Dublin, and, 
glancing throught it, I saw an article 
which said that it was the duty of every 
young man of military age to join the 
LR.A. The exact opposite is the proper 
thing. It is the duty of every young man 
of military age or any other age to avoid 
these societies, and, if they have joined | 
them, it is their duty to cut adrift from 
them. It is your duty to the bishops, 
and, if you do not, you are only sham 
Catholics. 


SECRET SOCIETIES. 
I could say a lot of things about the 
history of secret societies and semi-secret 
societies. Who fought in ’98? Was it 
the United Irishmen? It was not; it was

RAIDS ON CAPITAL FUND 
SURPLUSES.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


I” the Northern Parliament to-day the 

Minister of Finance (Rt. Hon. H. M. 
Pollock) presented. his: twelfth. Budget 
statement. ‘The new Budget imposes no 
new taxations, nor does it lighten the 
burden on the taxpayers by any remissions. 
The estimated expenditure next year ts 
£11,754,000, and the revenue £11,407,000. 
The deficit of £347,000 will be made up by 
contributions from the surpluses of four 
capital funds. The imperial contribution 
is reduced to £15,000 next year. 


THE REVENUE. 


Dealing with the revenue collected last 
year, he said the Budget estimate for re- 
served taxes collected by the Imperial 
Government was £7,853,000. This figure 
had been exceeded by ho less than 
£124,000, of which £55,000 was due to 
Customs and Excise, and £69,000 to Inland 
Revenue, The new tariff policy adopted 
by the British Government had resulted in 
considerable extra revenue accruing to the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer, and this 
fortunate result of a tariff, not primarily 
intended as revenue-produciig, was oi con- 
siderable importance to them at a time of 
decline in revenue generally. . 

There was an increased sum for Customs 
and Excise of £1,078,000, of which approxt- 
mately forty per cent. is due to the new 
tariffs, and the remainder, for the most 
part, to the collection of tobacco duties 
having again become normal. Liquor 
duties again declined, and brought in 
£48,000 less than in the previous year. 
Since 1924 the revenue from strong spirit 
has fallen from £1,610,500 to £816,000 in 
the past year, while the beer duty had 
fallen in that period about £50,000. How- 
ever important and gratifying this evidence 
of the temperarice habits of the people, the 
loss of revenue was a constant source of 
embarrassment to himself and the efiorts 
to discover additional revenue. 


BRITISH CONTRIBUTION, 


“ I had estimated last. year,” said Mr. 
Pollock, “ for a sum of £97,000 as a con- 
tribution to our exchequer from Great 
Britain under the Unemployment Insur- 
unce agreement, but no such receipt has 
accrued. While, on the one hand, we have 
not had to call on the British Exchequer 
for a payment, on the other, I am sorry 
for the underlying reason, which is that 
employment in Great Britain in com- 
parison with our own province has 
worsened. The effect is that I. found 
myself short of revenue which I had ex- 
pected by £97,000.”’ 

Dealing with the prospects for the 
coming year, he said that the continued 
fall in revenue, coupled with the heavy 
expenditure resulting from the distressing 
lack of employment, had given him more 
anxiety in preparing his proposals this 
year than for any of the eleven years 
during which he had had the privilege o' 
presenting budgets to that House. 


RESERVED REVENUES. 


The reserved revenues imposed by the 
Imperial Government presented rather 
startling features. Customs receipts would 
show a considerable drop on accosnt of 
the fact that the new import duties, of 
which they got their share, were working 
so well in the protecting of home m- 
dustries that the imports from abroad and 
the duties thereon had fallen away from 
their pre-tariff level. Further, the relief 
given to the beer-drinker was to cost the 
Exchequer this year no less than £145,000, 
and the only compensation was a minor 
degree: by the duty on oil, producing 
£35,000. All these óctáiá; together with 
the growing temperance habits of the

SUNDAY GAMES IN 
AMERICA. 


PUBLIC OPINION 
CHANGING. 


The tide of public opinion in America ap- 
pears. to be turning in favour of Sunday 
pi i gura declares Dr. gpd — 
of sociology, in a monograph sponso y 
the Research Committee on Social Trends. 
Dr. Steiner observes that failure to suppress 
Sunday amusements has never been more 
widespread than at present, states Reuter 
from New York. 

He says that a restricting both 
work and play on the Sabbath became quite 


general during Colonial times, and still ap- 


peared in various forms in the legal codes of 
most States. While legislation of this kind, 
in so far as it applied to sports and amuse- 
ments, was generally regarded as obsolete, 
these “blue laws” had rot been widely re- 
pealed, and in some sections of the country, 
notably in the Eastern and Southern States, 
the local governments undertook more or less 
vigorously to bring about their enforcement. 

In the cities of largest size recreation parks 
and playgrounds and amusement places gener- 
ally operated freely the entire week, but in 
many of the smaller cities and towns Sunday 
closing of such places was required. . In some 
cities the growing demand for Sunday amuse- 
ments had led to the enactment of more liberal 
legislation. Much more frequently the same 
was achieved through lax enforce- 
ment of Sunday laws allowed to remain on 


the statute books, The failure of law enforce- 


ment agencies to suppress Sunday amuse- 
ments had never been more widespread than 
at the present time, and seemed to indicate 
a definite turning of the tide of public opinion 
away from the earlier ideas of Sunday ob- 
servance, | 


AMERICAN NAVAL 
ECONOMY. 


A NEW “ROTATING” 
PLAN. 


As part of its drive for economy, the 
United States Navy Department has tenta- 
tively decided to Tais one-third of the entire 
fleet on a so-called rotating plan, under which 
ships wouid be taken temporarily out of 
service. 

A similar rotating plan was put into effec 

for destroyers aud submarines last year in 
an effort to reduce naval expenditures, states 
Reuter from Washington. 

While the ships are out of service they 
will be overhauled and ired, thus afford- 
ing a Measure of employment at shore 
stations. Recruiting will be halted for some 
month because of the heavy proportion of 
re-enlistments, and thus training activities in 
the four training stations will be brought 
to a temporary standstill When training 
activities are resumed it is expecteq San

as the fleet is on the Pacific, and it is cheaper 

to train personned at points nearest the ships. © 
It is reported that the Navy also hag been 

considering a 20 to reduce the number of 

active officers by about 4,000.
